' It Happened Right 


Hera on the Old 
Military Road 


^ CORNBREAD ARISTOCRAT, 
by Claud Garner; Creative Age 
Press, New York, $3. 


' There is a Broadway adage about 


new playwrights which says, "The 
road to hell is paved with good first 
acts." But our new novelist and na. 
tive son Claud Garner is definitely 
out of danger of getting burned. 


Mr. Garner, born and reared at 


Washington, our old county-seat 
town, made his debut with the novel 
"Wetback," the story of a young 
Mexican who smuggled his way into 
Texas. The writer made a fine book 
out of it because for many years 
he was a producer and shipper of 
vegetables and fruit in the Rio 
Grande valley — and knew what he 
was writing about. 


Mr. Garner's second novel, "Corn- 


bread Aristocrat," announced this 
week, is better in every 
respect 


than "Wetback" — although 1 rated 
the first one highly, too. The new 
bpok is a masterpiece of character- 
ization and suspense, showing that 
the author applied what he learned 
from his first labor; and once again 
Mr- 'Garner is writing about some- 
thing he knows thoroughly — this 
time it is the story of his home 
town and section. 


;:"Cornbread Aristocrat" is about 
Toby Giles, phoney gentleman of 
Virginia who settled in Southwest 
Arkansas and became a rich and 
powerful figure when Washington 
and its great tavern was the last 
stop on the road to Texas in the 
1820s. The story runs on until the 
clouds begin gathering for the War 
Between the States—but that is one 
disaster Toby Giles is spared. 
' Almost everything else does hap- 
pen, however — for Toby sold his 
soul for money and power. He lied, 
contrived, and cheated — in money, 
and cards, and women. 
.it's a rough, tough book. It's go- 
ing to scandalize some folks. But 
it's real — and what's real we ac- 
cept. And justice deals inexorably 
with Toby Giles in the end — which 
makes it moral. 
, I read my advance review copy 
Of• "Cornbread Aristocrat" 
under

book when the senate voted 57 to 
10 to override the veto.

The house had 
overturned the veto within an hour 
after Mr. Truman sent it to the Cap- 
itol hill Friday afternoon.

government has gone- through the | 
legal- machinery mentioned above.
